address to the Manhattan club, at

President Wilson solemnly protest- 
ed against "voices in America" which 
"spoke alien sympathies" in a way 
that has "given us grave concern in 
recent months." 


He added a solemn warning against 


"another danger 
we 
should guard 


against"— and this, he said, was the 
"manifestation of religious and sec- 
tarian antagonism." 


These two passages in the presi- 


dent's speech follow: 


"The only thing within our own 


borders that has given us grave con- 
cern in recent months has been that 
voices have been raised in America 
professing to be the voices ot Ameri-

The Président in Explaining Defense 


Plans 
to 
Manhattan 
Club, 
Con­ 


demns Plotters. 


When he outlined the administra 
tion's plan of nationail defense in his 
address to the Manhattan club, at 
the Biltmore hotel, 
in 
New 
York, 
President Wilson solemnly protest­ 
ed against “voices in America” which 
“spoke alien sympathies’* in a way 
that has “given us grave concern in 
recent months." 


He added a solemn warning against 
“another danger 
we 
should guard 
against"—and this, he said, was the 
“manifestation of religious and sec­ 
tarian antagonism.“ 


These two passages in the presi­ 
dent’s speech follow: 


“The only thing within our own 
borders that has given us grave con­ 
cern in recent months has been that 
voices have been raised in America 
professing to be the voices of Ameri­ 
cans which were not indeed and in 
truth 
American, 
but 
which spoke 
alien sympathies, which came from 
men who loved other countries bet­ 
ter than they loved America, men 
who were partisans of other causes 
than that of America and had forgot­ 
ten that their chief and only allegi­ 
ance was to the great government 
under which they live. 
These voices 
have not been many, but they have 
been very loud and very clamorous. 
They have proceeded from a few who 
were bitter and who were greviously 
misled. 


“America has not opened its doors 
in vain to men and women o,ut of 
other nations. 
The vast majority oi 
those who have come to take advan- 
tage of her hospitality have united 
their spirits with hers as well as 
their 
fortunes. 
These 
men 
who 
speak alien sympathies are not their 
spokesmen, but are the spokesmen 
of small groups whom it is high time 
that the nation should call to a reck­ 
oning. 
The chief thing necessary in 
America in order that she should let 
all the world know that she is prepar­ 
ed to maintain her own great posi­ 
tion is that the real voice of the na­ 
tion should sound forth unralstakebly 
and in majestic volume, in the deep 
unison of a common, unhesitating na- 
tinal feeling. I do not doubt that up­ 
on the first occasion, upon the first 
opportunity, upon the first definite 
challenge, the voice will speak forth 
in tones which no man can doubt and 
with commands which no man dare 
gainsay or resist. 


“May I not say, while I am speak­ 
ing of this, that there is another dan­ 
ger that w eshould guard against? 
We should rebuke not only manifesta­ 
tions of racial feeling here in Ameri­ 
ca where there should be none, but 
also every manifestation of religious 
and sectarian antagonism. 


“It does not become America that 
within her borders, where every map 
is free to follow the dictates of his 
conscience and worship God as he 
pleases, men should raise the cry of 
church against church. 
To do that 
is to strike at the very spirit and 
heart of America. 
We are a God 
fearing people. 
We agree to differ 
about methods of worship, but we are 
united in believing in Divine Provi­ 
dence and in worshiping the god oi 
Nations, 
We are the champions of 


religious right hero anil everywhere 
that it may bo our privilege to giro 
it our eountonanco and support. The 
government is conscious of the obli­ 
gation and the nation is conscious of 
the obligation. 
Lot no iran create 
divisions where there are none." 


The president, in speaking to the 
club, which was holding its fiftieth 
anniversary dinner, described the new 
national defense scheme 
along 
the 
lines already made public—the con­ 
templated training of a continental 
army of 100,000 clthens and the up­ 
building of the navy, he promised, be­ 
ing for defensive and not offensive.

Germans Sweep Southward and Bul­ 


garians Say They Checked English 
and French Offensive. 


It is announced that before his de­ 
parture for the Balkans Lord Kitche- 
I ner hold conferences in Paris with 
Premier Briand, General Gallieni, tho 
war minister, and General JofTre, the 
commander 
in 
chief 
of 
the field 
forces. 


This has given confidence that the 
near east campaign is to be carried on 
energetically and that despite the re­ 
fusal of Greece to go to tho defence 
of Serbia, It is not too late to turn 
the tables on the Invaders. A general 
advance is expected to follow Kitch­ 
ener’s arrival. 


Advices from Salonika and other 
points show that much larger forces 
than were thought to be near tho 
scene are being landed and arc pro­ 
ceeding to points where it is believed 
they can do the most good. 
Troop 
trains are continually leaving Saloni­ 
ka, but so much secrecy 
is 
being 
maintained that it is impossible to 
compute the number of men. 


Tho French offensive against tho 
Bulgarians is reported as proceeding 
surely but slowly because of the diffi­ 
culties of the terrain in tho sector 
northeast of Strumitza. 
Tao French 
advance toward tho north is said to 
bo 
continuing uninterruptedly with 
a British contingent 
on 
the 
right 
wing. 
Tho capture of Kosjah and 
Babuna Heyths is reported. 


A Sofia statement declares: 
“Near Prilcp, Krlvolak and Strum- 
nitza wo arrested the offensive ot tho 
English and 
French, 
and 
repulsed 
them with considerable enemy losses. 
We captured many prisoners and vast 
quantities 
of 
iar 
material of all 
kinds." 


The Bulgarian statement also says: 
“Our troops operating north of the 
Nisava 
river 
have 
approached the 
Morava valley and established near 
Parac in direct communication with 
the German troops who are advancing 
from tho north." 


A force of 25,000 Bulgarians is try­ 
ing to envelop the French forces in 
the Valandovo region, according to 
Greek outposts 
near 
the 
Eelasica 
mountain, near which the Greek, Bui- 
gar and Serb borders join. 
Heavy 
artillery 
and 
rifle 
fire have been 
heard at the outpost station. 


Berlin reported that the German 
troops had reached and occupied the 
town of Krushevatz, fifty miles north­ 
west of Nish. 
It is the terminus of 
a branch railway. 
The Germans cap­ 
tured 45U0 Serbs, 
ten 
cannon and 
large 
quantities 
of 
munitions and 
medical supplies. 


The fall of Nish has united solidly 
the main . ulgarian forces and the 
Austro-German 
armies 
advancing 
from the north. 
Hitherto their com­ 
munications consisted merely of ten­ 
tative reaching out of advance gyards. 


The Bulgarians and their alilies now 
hold considerably more than half of 
Serbia and command the Nish rail­ 
way, which has been one of the chief 
objectives of their campaign.

wealthy old gentleman, who admired 
the spot and coveted it as a burial 
place for his family, by a clever rixse 
got the temple moved, and tombs for 
his ancestors safely erected, when the 
deception he had employed was dis- 
covered, and the people ' determined 
upon revenge. There is a superstition 
prevalent there that if the grave of 
an ancestor be trodden upon his de- 
scendants will suffer through life. 
Thereupon it was decided that on 
February of each year the people of 
the surrounding neighborhood should 
meet and trainp on the graves of this 
man's friends. Later they began tak- 
ing a few articles with them to ex- 
change or sell. 
This gradually in- 


creased until now thousands of peo- 
ple meet there and bring all kinds of 
things for sale. The people seem to 
have about forgotten the original pur- 
pose of the gathering, and now think 
of it only from a social and business 
standpoint. 


But the interesting thing to us is 


that the missionaries have taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity of so large 
a gathering for spreading the Gospel. 
Benches with awnings are erected 
near by, a large Chinese sign placed 
in a conspicuous place extending a 
cordial invitation to the people to 
come and listen to preaching and sing- 
ing. Large Sunday school lesson pic- 
^ures are exhibited and smaller ones 
distributed containing the Scripture 
texts in Chinese, and so interest is 
maintained.

By this means 
the furnace fire is replenished as need- 
ed. The effect, in fact, is that of the 
most skillful hand firing, but done by 
machinery. 


Small-sized coal is used. This ia 


known in the East as slack and in the 
West as screenings. It includes all 
coal which passes through a screen 
having openings' an inch and a half 
wide. The use of small coal is a com- 
plete reversal of the old railroad prac- 
tice.—Illustrated World.

How Far Soldiers Can See. 


Some interesting experiments have- 


been made in the German army with 
the object of discovering at what 
distance the recognition of one soldier 
by another is reliable. 
For soldiers 


with good eyes it was found that a 
person seen once before could be rec- 
ognized at a distance of 80 feet, while 
an acquaintance could be recognized 
at a distance of 300 feet, and an in- 
timate friend or relative at a dis- 
tance of 500 feet. 


The various parts of a man's body 


can be distinguished and any decided 
movement can be detected by an ex- 
pert rifleman at a distance of 300 feet. 
At 1,800 feet, a man appears as a 
spot on the landscape and cannot usu- 
ally be seen if he keeps still or if his 
dress does not contrast with the back- 
ground.

Submarine Treasure. 


A boat is now being built to locate 


submarine treasure. The new subma- 
rine consists of a steel sphere, eight 
feet in diameter and capable of carry- 
ing two workmen.

The farmer is the paymaster of 
industry and as such he must meet 
the nation’s payroll. 
When industry 
pays its bill it must make a sight 
draft upon agriculture for the amount, 
which the farmer is compelled to 
honor without protest 
This check 
drawn upon agriculture may travel to 
and fro over the highways of com­ 
merce; may build cities; girdle the 
globe with bands of steel; may search 
hidden treasures in the earth or 
traverse the skies, but in the end it 
will rest upon the soil. No dollar 
will remain suspended in midair; it is 
as certain to seek the earth's surface 
as an apple that falls from a tree. 


When a farmer buys a plow( he pay3 
the man who mined the metal, the 
woodman who felled the tree, the 
manufacturer who assembled the raw 
material and shaped it into an ar­ 
ticle of usefulness, the railroad that 
transported it and the dealer who 
sold him the goods. 
He pays the 
wages of labor and capital employed 
in ttue transaction as well as pays 
for the tools, machinery, buildings, 
etc., used in the construction of the 
commodity and the same applies to 
all articles of use and diet of him- 
self and those engaged in the sub­ 
sidiary lines of industry. 


There is no payroll In civilization 
that does not rest upon the back 
of the farmer. He must pay the bills 
—all of them. 


The total value 
of the nation's 
annual agricultural products is around 
$12,000,000,000, and it is safe to esti­ 
mate that 95 cents on every dpllar 
goes to meeting the expenses of sub­ 
sidiary industries. 
The farmer does 
not work mofe than thirty minutes 
per day for himself; the remaining 
thirteen hours of the day’s toil he 
devotes to meeting the payroll of the 
liired hands of agriculture, such as 
the manufacturer, railroad, commer­ 
cial and other servants. 


Tho Farmer's Payroll and How He 


Meets It. 


The annual payroll of agriculturo 
approximates $12,000,000,000. 
A por­ 
tion of the amount is shifted to for­ 
eign countries in exports, but the 
total payroll of industries working for 
tho farmer divides substantially as 
r follows: 
Railroads, 
$1,252,000,000; 
manufacturers, §4,365,000,000; mining, 
$655,000,000; 
banks, 
$200,000,000; 
mercantile $3,500,000,000, and a heavy 
miscellaneous payroll constitutes the 
remainder. 


It takes the corn crop, the most 
valuable in agriculture, which ^old 
last year for $1,692,000,000, to pay off 
the employes of the railroads; tho 
money derived from our annual sales 
of livestock of approximately $2,000,- 
000,000, the yearly cotton crop, valued 
at 
$920,000,000; 
the 
wheat 
crop, 
which is worth $610,000,000, and the 
oat crop, that is worth $440,000,000, 
-ore required to meet the annual pay­ 
roll 
ot 
the 
manufacturers. 
The 
money 
derived from the remaining 
staple crop3 is used In meeting the 
X^ayroll of the bankers, 
merchants, 
etc. After these obligations are paid, 
the farmer has only a few bunches of 
vegetables, «ome fruit and poultry 
which he can sell and call the pro­ 
ceeds his own. 


When the farmer pays off l?Js help 
he has very little left and to meet 
these 
tremendous payrolls he has 
been forced to mortgage homes, work 
women in the field and increase the 
hours of his labor. 
We are, there­ 
fore, compelled to call upon all in­ 
dustries dependent upon the fanners 
for subsist*nee to retrench in their 
‘expenditures and to cut off all un­ 
necessary expenses. 
This course is 
ausoiutely necessary in order to avoid 
a reduction in wapes, and we want, 
if possible, to retain the present wage 
scale paid railroad and all other in­ 
dustrial employes. 


We will devote this article to a 
discussion of unnecessary expenses 
and whether required by lav/ or per­ 
mitted by the managements of the 
concerns, is wholly immaterial. 
We 
want all waste labor and extrava­ 
gance, of whatever character, cut out. 
We will mention the full crew bill as 


illustrating the character of unneces- 
sary expenses to which wo refer. 


# Union Opposta “ Full Crew” Bill* 
Tho Texas Farmers’ Union regis 
tered its opposition to this character 
of legislation at the last annual meet­ 
ing held in Fort Worth, Tex., August 
4, 1914, by resolution, which we quote, 
as follows: 


“The matter of prime importance 
to the farmers of this state is an ade­ 
quate and efficient marketing system; 
and we recognize that such a system 
is impossible without adequdle rail­ 
road facilities, embracing the greatest 
amount of service at the least pos­ 
sible cost 
We further recognize that 
the farmers and producers in the end 
pay approximately 95 per cent of tho 
expenses of operating the railroads, 
and it is therefore to the interest of 
the producers that the expenses of 
the common carriers be as small as 
is possible, consistent with good ser­ 
vice and safety. We, therefore, call 
upon 
our law-makers, 
courts and 
juries to bear the foregoing (acts in 
mind when dealing with the common 
carriers of this state, and we do espe­ 
cially reaffirm the declarations of 
the last annual convention of our 
State Union, opposing the passage of 
the so-called ‘full-crew* bill before 
the thirty-third legislature of Texas." 


The farmers of Missouri in the last 
election, by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority, swept this law off the statute 
book of that state, and 'it should 
come 'oil of all statute books where 
it appears and no legislature of this 
nation should pass such a law or 
similar, legislation which requires un­ 
necessary expenditures. 


The i^une rule applies to all regu­ 
latory measures which increase the 
expenses of industry without giving 
corresponding benefits to the public. 
There is ofttimes a body of men as­ 
sembled 
at 
legislatures—and 
they 
have a. right to be there—who, in 
their zeal for rendering their fellow- 
associates a service, sometimes favor 
an increase in the expenses of in­ 
dustry without due regard for the men 
who bow their backs to the summer’s 
sun to meet the payroll, but these 
committees, while making a record 
for themselves, rub the skin off the 
shoulders of the farmer by urging the 
legislature to lay another 
burden 
upon his heavy load and under the 
lash of “be it enacted” goad him on 
to pull and surge at the traces of civil­ 
ization, no matter how he may sweat, 
foam and gall at the task. 
When 
legislatures “cut a melon" for labor 
they hand the farmer a lemon. 


The farmers of the United States 
are not financially able to carry 4,dead 
heads” on their payrolls. 
Our own 
hired hands are not paid unless we 
have something for them to do and 
we are not willing to carry the hired 
help of dependent industries unless 
there is work for them. 
We must 
therefore insist upon the most rigid 
economj^. 


Legislative House-Cleaning Needed. 


While the war is on and there is a 
lull in business, we want all legisla­ 
tive bodies to take an inventory of 
the statute books and wipe off all 
extravagant and useless laws. A good 
house-cleaning is needed and econo­ 
mies can be instituted here and there 
that will patch the clothes of indigent 
children, rest tired mothers and lift 
mortgages from despondent homes. 
Unnecessary workmen taken off and 
useless expenses chopped "down all 
aiong the line will add to the pros­ 
perity of the farmer and encourage 
him in his mighty effort to feed and 
clothe the world. 


If any of these industries have sur­ 
plus employes we can use them on 
the 
farm. 
We 
have 
no 
regular 
schedule of wages, but we pay good 
farm hands on an average of $1.50 
per day of thirteen hours when they 
board themselves; work usually runs 
about nine months of the year and the 
three months dead time, they can do 
the chores for their board. 
If they 
prefer to farm on their own account, 
there are more than 14,000,000,000 
acres of idle land on the earth's sur­ 
face awaiting the magic touch of tho 
plow. The compensation is easily ob­ 
tainable from Federal Agricultural 
Department 
statistics. 
Tho 
total 
average annual sales of a farm in 
the continental United States amounts 
to $516.00; the cost of operation ia 
$340.00; leaving the farmer $176 per 
annum to live on and educate his 
family. 


There is no occasion for tho legis­ 
latures making a position for surplus 
employes of industry. Let them come 
“back to the soil” and share with us 
the prosperity of the farm.

vestigation into the needs of the 
farmers will reveal many inherent de­ 
fects in our economic system that can 
be easily remedied when properly un­ 
derstood and illuminated by the pow­ 
er of the press. 


The rural press, the pulpit and the 
school are a trinity of powerful in­ 
fluences that the farmer must utilize 
to their fullest capacity before he can 
occupy a commanding position in pub­ 
lic affairs. These gigantic agencies are 
organized in every rural community 
and only await the patronage and co­ 
operation of the farmers to fully de­ 
velop their energy and usefulness. 
They are local forces working for 
the best interests of their respective 
communities. 
Their work is to build 
and their object is to serve. 
They 
prosper only through the development 
and prosperity of the community. 


Every farmer in this state should 
subscribe for the local paper, as well 
as farm periodicals and such other 
publications as he may find profitable, 
but he should by all means subscribe 
for his local paper, and no home 
should be without it The local paper 
is part of the community life and the 
editor understands the farmer’s prob­ 
lems. 
It is the local press that will 
study the local problems and through 
its columns deal with subjects of most 
Vital importance to local life of the 
copimunity. 


A Noble Task. 


In too many instances the country 
papers mimic the city press by giv 
ing prominence to scandals, accidents 
and 
political 
agitation. 
The 
new 
rural civilization has placed upon the 
rural press renewed responsibilities, 
and enlarged possibilities for useful­ 
ness. 
It cannot perform its mission 
to agriculture by recording the frail­ 
ties, the mishaps and inordinate am­ 
bitions of humanity, or by filling its 
columns with the echoes of the strug­ 
gles of busy streets, or by enchanting 
stories of city life which lure our 
children from the farm. 


It has a higher and nobler task. 
Too often the pages of the city dailies 
bristle with the struggle of ambitious 
men in their wild lust for power, and 
many times the flames of personal 
conflict sear the tender buds of new’ 
civilization and illuminate the path* 
way to destruction. 
The rural press 
is the governing power of public senti­ 
ment and must hold steadfast to 
principle and keep the ship of state 
in the roadstead of progress. 
The 
rural press can best serve the inter* 
ests of the farmers by applying its 
energies to the solution of problems 
affecting the local 
community. 
It 
must stem the mighty life current 
that is moving from the farm to the 
cities, sweeping before it a thousand 
boys and girls per day. It has to deal 
with the fundamental problems of 
civilization at their fountain head. Its 
mission is to direct growth, teach ef­ 
ficiency and mold the intellectual life 
of the country, placing before the pub­ 
lic the daily problems of the farmers 
and giving first attention to the leg­ 
islative, co-operative, educational and 
social needs of the agricultural classes 
within its respective community. 


The Power of Advertising. 


The influence of advertising is clear­ 
ly visible in the homes and habits of 
the farmers, and the advertising col­ 
umns of the press are making theii 
imprint upon the lives of our people. 
The farmer possesses the things that 
aro best advertised. 


The farmer is entitled to all the 
advantages and deserves all the lux­ 
uries of life. 
We need more art, sci­ 
ence and useful facilities 
on the 
farms, and many homes and farms 
are well balanced in this respect, but 
the advertiser can render a service 
by teaching the advantages of modern 
equipment throughout the columns of 
the rural press.

Over 200 Descendants. 


In McSherrystotvn resides Mrs. Clara J 


Lawrence, widow of the late David William 
Lawrence, the mother-head of probably 
the largest line of descendants of &ny wo 
man in the United States. Mrs. Lawrence 
can trace 213 descendants of her family 
and this record can hardly be surpassed 
A remarkable feature lies in the fact that 
only seven of this number have left their 
native state—there being two in Baltimore, 
Md.f four in Buffalo, N. Y, and one in 
Dayton, O. The majority of them are liv- 
ing in this, the vicinity of their native 
home. Mrs. Lawrence is a frail little wo- 
man weighing probably less than 100 Ibs. 
Notwithstanding her advanced age of 88 
years, her mind is clear and she readily re- 
calls events of her youthful days. She has 
enjoyed the best of health most of her life 
until the past few months, when infirmities 
have compelled her to remain in her room, 
where she is cared for by her daughter, 
Mrs. John W. Klunk, and granddaughter 
Miss Mary Klunk. Mrs. Lawrence is of a 
German descent, having been born in 
Niederberg, Bavaria, July 7, 1827. She 
was a daughter of the late George and 
Margaret (Pecker) Jacobs. At the age of 
3 years she emigrated to America with her 
parents, who settled at East Berlin. When 
she was a girl of 13 years, she was sent to 
the Conewago Chapel Mission to keep 
house for the Jesuit Fathers. Here she 
remained until about 21 years of age, 
when on the last day of December of the 
year 1850, she wa e married to David W. 
Lawrence, a native of Adams county. The 
ceremony was performed within the sacred 
walls of old Conewago Chapel by the late 
Jesuit Father, Rev. F. X. DeNecker. Her 
husband was a son of the late George Law- 
rence and wife, and was born in Union 
township, November^27, 1827. He was a 
tailor by occupation and af t^r their mar- 
riage they moved to Irishtown. where 
he followed this business and where most 
of their married life was spent. Upon the 
death of her husband, October 31, 1901, 
Mrs. Lawrence went to live with her 
daughter Mrs. John Klunk. Of the large 
number only fouteen have died. All of 
her nine children, with the exception of 
Mrs. John Livelsberger, of Edgegrove, are 
living. There are 83 grandchildren, 119 
greatgrandchildren, 2 great-great-grand- 
children, the family representing five gen- 
eratidns. The line of descendants are the 
following children and families.

Had Diphtheria Slept in Barn. 


The epidemic of diphtheria below Ab- 


bottstown is becoming more serious. 15 
new cases of the disease were reported 
Thursday, The cases reported are in 
the Pigeon Hills region and Nashville. 
Distressing circumstances attend the case 
of Norman Altland, son of Francis Altland. 
Altland, who has been stopping at the 
home of Frank Baublitz, in the Pigeon 
Hills since last spring, on Monday was as- 
sisting a neighbor to husk corn. Complain- 
ing of sickness on Monday evening he went 
to the office of Dr. T. C. Miller, at Ab- 
bottstown. There he was told he had 
diphtheria and was ordered to his home 
and bed as soon as possible by the physi- 
cian. Being without a supply of anti-toxin 
Dr. Miller told him he would visit him on 
Tuesday morning, when he would admin- 
ister it. When the youth arrived at his 
boarding place and told the nature of his 
ailment, he was refused admittance to the 
house, it is said.. He went to the barn 
where he found sleeping quarters. 
The 


next morning when Dr. Miller called at 
the Baublitz home and asked to see the 
Altland boy, he was surprised to hear that 
be had been in the barn and had slept 
there over night. Going to the barn he 
Found his patient and administered anti- 
toxin. Being unable to induce Mr. Baub- 
litz, it is said, to take the sick boy, who is 
20 years old, in the house, the latter was 
obliged to remain in the barn until Wed- 
nesday.

How Far Soldiers Can See. 


Some interesting experiments have- 
been made in tho German army with 
the object of discovering at what 
distance the recognition of one soldier 
by another is reliable. 
For soldiers 
with good eyes it was found that a 
person seen once before could be rec­ 
ognized at a distance of SO feet, while 
an acquaintance could bo recognized 
at a distance of 300 feet, and an in­ 
timate friend or relative at a dis­ 
tance of 500 feet. 


The various parts of a man’s body 
can bo distinguished and any decided 
movement can be detected by an ex­ 
pert rifleman at a distance of 300 feet. 
At 1,800 feet, a man appears as a 
spot on the landscape and cannot usu­ 
ally be seen if he keeps still or if his 
dress does not contrast with the back­ 
ground. 
Sailors, hunters and farmers 
can usually see twice these distances, 
probably on account of their constant 
training in making out the nature of 
distant objects. 


Submarine Treasure. 


A boat is now being built to locate 
submarine treasure. 
The new subma­ 
rine consists of a steel sphere, eight 
feet in diameter and capable of carry­ 
ing two workmen. 
It is designed to 
be lowered into the water from a ten­ 
der, but is provided wijli electrically- 
driven propellers by which it can be 
moved about in the water as it hangs 
at the end of the cable. 
One of its 
essential features Jb a set of four elec­ 
tro-magnets, which, when energized 
by current from the motors within the 
sphere, serve to hoJd it securely to 
the steel hull of a sunken ship. 
Cur­ 
rent for the operation 
is 
supplied 
through a cable running down from 
the tender. 
In addition to this equip­ 
ment it wiJl be provided with electric 
drills for piercing the side of the ship, 
and with a powerful searchlight for 
working purposes and for exploring 
the bed of the ocean when the exact 
location of a sunken 
ship 
is not 
known. 


Curious Italian Ambulance.

An illustration in point is 
to be found in a recently taken pho­ 
tograph of a curious ambulance used 
by the Italians in the fighting in the 
Alps.

runners permit of hauling this ambu­ 
lance over bare stretches of ground. 
The sure-footed little donkey is the 
best means of locomotion for this type 
of vehicle.

WARN CITIES OF 


TYPHOID SEASON 


Declared 200,000 Will Be 


Stricken With Disease. 


FLOURISKES IN THE AUTUMN 


Figured That Death Toll Will Reach 


18,000—Fifty Per Cent of Victims 
Will Be Between Ages of Fifteen and 
Thirty-five Years—Cleanliness Urged 
as a Preventive. 


Washington.—During the year prob- 


ably 200,000 people in the 
United 


States trl'l contract typhoid fever, says 
a statement issued by the public health 
service. The average period of Inva- 
lidism will be more than a month for 
every case, so that the economic loss, 
even if recovery does ensue, can be 
reckoned upon this basis, including the 
care and attention required. 


Of those who contract the disease 


possibly 18.000 will die. 


Fifty per cent of these will be be- 


tween the ages of fifteen and thirty- 
five years, the very time of life when 
the loss Is most frightful. 
Moreover, 


this is an anupnl toll and represents 
the minimum fatality which we have 
attained. 


No sooner is the computation of the 


18,000 completed than another series 
Is begun, and so on interminably. 
True, there is some diminution in the 
total number, the death rate since 1900 
having been diminished by half, while 
most of our cities show a progressive 
reduction, but it still remains much 
higher than that of countries which 
we are apt to consider less civilized 
than our own. 


Another typhoid season is again at 


hand. The weather, presence of flies, 
contamination of food products and 
the increased liability of 
infection 


through changes of residence make It 
once more necessary for health bodies 
to sound a warning note. This is be- 
coming an annual custom, but the 
health o'fficer should not modify hia 
tones on that account. 
He is Indeed 


a prophet, and the voice of the prophet 
should be heard. 


Typhoid fever Is a disease of filths. 


It can only be contracted by taking 
Into the system the waste products of 
one previously ill of the disease. 
These waste products are conveyed 
from one individual to another usually 
by means of a third object, such as 
water, flies or milk. 


Even If disease Itself were never 


contracted In this manner we should 
revolt with abhorrence at the idea of 
such uncleanliness. For every case of 
the infection developing some one. 
either the municipality or the Individ- 
ual, has been careless, and public opin- 
ion will soon regard such carelessness 
as criminal. 


For thirty years the causative or- 


ganism has been known and studied. 
For nearly twenty years science has 
been in possession of most delicate 
blood tests for the recognition of the 
disease. Knowledge of the dissemina- 
tion of the disease is consequently ex- 
act and definite. 


Not content with accomplishments 


along these lines, the medical profes- 
sion has even devised methods by 
which the public may live under to- 
sanitary conditions Avith perfect im- 
punity, so far as this particular dis- 
ease is concerned. Persons may take 
Into their systems the filth which pro- 
duces disease and death and- yet re- 
main free from harmful effects if the 
preventive treatment 
has been re- 


ceived. 


In spite of these efforts the frightful 


mortality continues. 
A large propor- 


tion of the population is ignoring the 
principles which have been so well es- 
tablished. 
Further steps toward the 


prevention of typhoid must be the re- 
Biilt of more general enlightenment of 
the mass of the people. 


The avoidance of the infection rests 


primarily upon community action. The 
proper protection of water supplies, the 
eradication of filth and all Its accom- 
paniments, the regulation of dairies and 
the safeguarding of milk are all prob- 
lems which" only communities as a 
whole can nettle.

WARN CITIES OF 
TYPHOID SEASON 


Dtclared 200,000 Will Bi 
Stricken With Disease. 


FLOURISHES IN THE AUTUMN 


Figured That Dtath Toll Will Raach 
18,000—-Fifty 
P op Cant of Victims 
Will Be Between Ages of Fifteen and 
Thirty-five Years—Cleanlineee Urged 
ae a Preventive. 


Washington.—During the year prob­ 
ably 200,000 people in the United 
States will contract typhoid fever, says 
a statement issued by the public health 
service. 
The average period of inva­ 
lidism will be more than a month for 
every case, so that the economic loss, 
even if recovery does ensue, can bo 
reckoned upon this basis, including tho 
care and attention required. 


Of those who Contract the disease 
possibly 18.000 will die. 


Fifty per cent of these will be be­ 
tween the ages of fifteen and thirty- 
five years, the very time of life when 
the loss is most frightful. 
Moreover, 
this is an annpal toll and represents 
the minimum fatality which we have 
attained. 


No sooner is the computation of the 
18,000 completed than another series 
is begun, and so on interminably. 
True, there is some diminution in the 
total number, the death rate since 1900 
having been diminished by half, while 
most of our cities show a progressive 
reduction, but it still remains much 
higher than that of countries which 
we are apt to consider less civilized 
than our own. 


Another typhoid season is again at 
hand. 
The weather, presence of flies, 
contamination of food products and 
the 
increased 
liability 
of 
infection 
through changes of residence make it 
once more necessary for health bodies 
to sound a warning note. 
This is be­ 
coming an annual custom, but the 
health officer should not modify his 
tones on that account. 
Ilo is indeed 
a prophet, and the voice of the prophet 
should be heard. 


Typhoid fever is a disease of filths. 
It can only be contracted by taking 
Into the system the waste products of 
one 
previously 
ill 
of 
the 
disease. 
These waste products are conveyed 
from one individual to another usually 
by means of a third object, such as 
water, flies or milk. 


Even if disease itself were never 
contracted in this manner we should 
revolt with abhorrence at the idea of 
such uncleanliness. 
For every case of 
the infection developing some one. 
either the municipality or the individ­ 
ual, has been careless, and public opin­ 
ion will soon regard such carelessness 
as criminal. 


For thirty years the causative or­ 
ganism has been known and studied. 
For nearly twenty years science has 
been in possession of most delicate 
blood tests for the recognition of the 
disease. 
Knowledge of the dissemina­ 
tion of the disease is consequently ex 
act and definite. 


Not content with accomplishments 
along these lines, the medical profes­ 
sion has even devised methods by 
which the public may live under in­ 
sanitary conditions with perfect im­ 
punity. so far as this particular dis 
ease \s concerned. 
Persons may take 
into their systems the filth which pro­ 
duces disease and death and. yet re 
main free from harmful effects if the 
preventive 
treatment 
has 
been 
re­ 
ceived. 


In spite of these efforts the frightful 
mortality continues. 
A largo propor­ 
tion of the population is ignoring the 
principles which have been so well es­ 
tablished. 
Further steps toward the 
prevention of typhoid must be tho re­ 
sult of more general enlightenment of 
the mass of the people. 


The avoidance of the infection rests 
primarily upon community action. The 
proper protection of water supplies, tho 
eradication of filth and all its accom­ 
paniments, the regulation of dairies and 
the safeguarding of uiilk are all prob­ 
lem» which only communities as a 
whole can settle. 
Nevertheless this 
(Joes not absolve tho individual citizen 
from responsibility, and lie eon do 
much for his own protection. 


The eradication of filth is in part the 
duty of every citizen, and each should 
see that his own surroundings are In a 
satisfactory condition. lie should guard 
against carelessness In the maintenance 
nnd preparation of food and withhold 
his patronage from those who disre­ 
gard the rules of cleanliness, remem 
bering that the foods which are most 
subject to contamination are milk and 
Its products, oysters and vegetables.

— An Identification 
disk worn by EH Johnston Ague, a 
Pennsylvania soldier killed In one of 
the battles before Petersburg, Va.t in 
the civil war, has been sent to the wid­ 
ow of the soldier, Mrs. Matilde Ague 
of Oil City, by Adjutant General Thom­ 
as J. Stewart after she had been search­ 
ed for for mouths. 


Officials of the war department at

Grand Army posts, individuals and 
newspapers participated in the effort 
to find tho widow. 


Tho disk was dug up on the battle­

Green, editor of the Culpepper Expo­ 
nent It bore a device frequently seen 
011 such articles In the civil war and 
the name of Ague, stating that he was 
a member of Company B, Tenth Penn­ 
sylvania Reserves.

Chiokcn and Oy­ 
sters.- -Melt 4 ^ ta­ 
blespoonfuls 6t but­

Stirling constantly 1*4 cupfuls of milk. 
Bring to the boiling point and sea­ 
son with half a teaspoonful of salt and 
an eighth of a teaspoonful of popper.

Creamed OystQrs.—Place two tablo- 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan; 
wlion melted add two tablespoonfuls 
of flour, add a cupful and a half ot 
milk and oyster liquor, or all milk, 
cook until smooth, then add a few 
drops of lemon juice, salt and pepper 
to season. 
Pick over tho oysters to 
bo sure there aro no shells, scald tho 
oysters in their own liquor and add 
to the sauco. 
Heat until thoroughly 
hot, then serve on hot buttered toast. 
Raw oysters serve with lemon juice, 
salt and peppor or with horseradish, 
salt and pepper. 
Tabasco sauce, to­ 
mato catchup aro always good accom­ 
paniments to raw oysters. 
Serve in 
crushed ice in lemon cups the sauco 
In the center and the oysters and the 
half-shell surrounding it.

Remove from the heat, cool and 
add two tablespoonfuls of strained 
lemon Juice. 
Serve well chilled in 
bouillon cups. 


Parisian Peas. — Melt two table­ 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, add 
a quart of green peas, mix well, then 
pour in enough boiling water to bare­ 
ly cover them. 
Add salt and peppor 
to taste, the heart of a head of let­ 
tuce, finely minced, one-half of an 
onion, chopped fine, and a sprig of 
parsley minced. 
Simmer until the 
peas aro tender, then stir in the yoiko 
of two well beaten eggs, taking from 
tho heat. Return to tho fire and sim­ 
mer until ready to serve. 


Cheese 
Balls. :— Chop fine 
eight 
olives, six radishes, two green pep­ 
pers. 
Mix with two rolls of Neuf- 
chatel cheeso and mold into balls the 
sizo of a walnut. 
Serve two of these 
balls with a salted wafer and a piece 
of celery on each plate. 


Chicken Southern Style.—Clean and 
prepare the fowl as for frying. 
Roll 
tho pieces in seasoned flour and place 
in a heated pan with three tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter. 
Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and pour a half cupful of 
cream over aJl. Cover and place In a 
hot oven to bake until tender.
